A symbolical interpretation of the MAN and his WORK.

General remarks on chart interpretation 


I offer the following interpretation of the 
chart of this great scientist and thinker, 
Einstein, as an illustration of some of the 
ideas which I have developed in several ar- 
ticles printed in the last issues of “Ameri- 
can Astrology.” ‘The interpretation does 
not aim at completeness and will empha- 
size astrological factors which do not figure 
much in ordinary astrological interpreta- 
tion, or which are given a meaning which, 
I believe, is not of the highest order. 

The birth-time has been tentatively rec- 
tified and seems correct; but I have not 
been able to find certain biographical data 
which would insure, relatively at least, strict 
accuracy. However the reader will see, 
when we study the symbols of the degrees 
of the chart’s angles, that they click quite 
remarkably. This is not definite proof of 
accuracy, but at least it means a proper 
focalization of consciousness on the part 
of the interpreter. The chart, in other 
words, is highly significant in terms of 
Einstein’s known work and destiny. To that 
extent, at any rate, it is true; truth being, 
in matters of individual selfhood and essen- 
tial destiny, always subordinated to signifi- 
cance. These matters of individual selfhood 
and essential destiny are those which, as 
we saw in previous articles, are symbolized 
by the four angles of the chart. These 
angles, in turn, depend on the exact time 
of birth; whereas the zodiacal positions of 
the planets are usually changed only to 
some slight degree by uncertainty of birth- 
time—within the limits of a few hours. 

A birth-chart which, for one reason or 
another, cannot be checked and rectified to 
the actual minute of birth—or, in other 
words, in which the degrees of the angles 
are uncertain—cannot give us an accurate 
picture of the real individual selfhood of the 
native. We can only approximate such a 
Picture; we cannot reach the actual core 
of this selfhood—for such is revealed fun- 
damentally in the symbolical significance of 
the angular degrees. The zodiacal signs 
on the angles (and on all other cusps) will 
tell us about the substance of the individual 
selfhood; but the degree-symbols alone can 
really lead us to the mystery of the 
Significance of this individual selfhood. 

The planetary pattern as a whole refers 
to the evolving “personality” of the native, 


and that “personality” is largely the result 
of collective forces, physiological and psy- 
chological; it depends therefore on “the 
times” in general, more than on the exact 
“time” or moment of the birth. This ex- 
plains why people born the same day can 
be so different as far as their true individu- 
ality is concerned—provided they are, in any 
real sense of the term, Individuals. It is 
this unknown and to some extent unknow- 
able relative development of the individual 
and the collective factors in any person, 
which explains for instance why twins can 
be so different as individuals. One of the 
twins may show a strong emphasis of the 
individual factors; the other, of the collec- 
tive factors. As a result the same planetary 
pattern will indicate two different qualities of 
physio-psychological functioning, even though 
the structures of the functions are nearly 
the same. 

By combining the planetary pattern as 
such, and the zodiacal substance of the 
cusps of houses, one is shown the way in 
which the various functions (modes of ac- 
tivity) of the personality operate in terms 
of the individual selfhood and individual 
destiny (life-work, dharma) of the native. 
The average person wants to know mostly 
about his or her personality or outer char- 
acter. The life of every-day activity, the 
changing cycles of such an activity, the easy 
or hard periods ahead, happiness or unhap- 
piness, success or failure—all these things 
completely absorb his or her attention. 

As a result the average astrologer is jus- 
tified in dealing mostly with the plarets: 
(1) With their zodiacal position—the sub- 
stance of the personal activity represented 
by each planet. 

(2) With their relative positions—that is, 
with the “aspects” they make to each other: 
this referring to the “form” of the persen- 
ality as a whole, i.e., to the outer “charac- 
ter” of the native. 

(3) With their separate house positions 
—which refer to the way in which each type 
of personal activity or its social equivalent 
fits in the general destiny of the native. 

In this last department I italicized the 
word “separate,” for the problem of general 
form of the planetary pattern is ordinarily 
very little studied. As far as know, 
this problem is discussed philosophically as 


_a whole (though I would suggest alternate 
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solutions to some of the points raised) only 
in Marc Jones’ course “Professional Astrol- 
ogy.” Other authors merely scratch the 
surface of the subject and fail apparently to 
see the significance thereof; though here 
and there very valuable points are raised 
(as for instance what is said in Alice Bai- 
ley’s “Treatise on White Magic” p. 439). 

“Form” is really the spiritual element; if 
one takes the term in its true abstract 
meaning. The form constituted by the zo- 
diacal positions of all the planets, the form 
constituted by the zodiacal positions of all 
the cusps, the form established by the rela- 
tion between these two basic forms—these 
three forms represent one aspect of the na- 
tive’s essential being (collective, individual, 
and operative). The other aspect is given 
by the element of significance, which is to 
be derived from the symbols of the degrees 
of planets and cusps. 

Form and significance are the two poles 
of the essential being of every man. Ac- 
tivity stands for the outer being, the ever- 
changing personality—not as a_ unified 
whole, but as a complex of conflicting ele- 
ments and energies. I might add here that 
the planetary pattern at birth gives one the 
image of the personality as it becomes in- 
tegrated into a stable spiritual organism. It 
shows the permanent “form of the complet- 
ed Soul,” of the “Temple of Solomon” which 


it is the privilege of every human being to 


build throughout his life. On the other 
hand, “progressions” the impermanent 
ever-changing flux of psycho-physiological 
energies which are what constitute the “out- 
er man” and his daily show of moods, tem- 
per, and desires. 

Thus the more spiritually strong and 
self-established the native, the more his na- 
tal chart will “work,” and the less his 
progressions will be important. The more 
fluctuating, vacillating, without purpose or 
sense of individual selfhood the native, the 
more his progressions will tend to blur and 
obliterate the “form” and significance of 
his natal chart and of his basic destiny. 

It is said in occult or mystical books that 
man, should “become what he its.” In an 
average person’s life, the “become” is so 
dominant as to becloud the “is.” The per- 
sonality ceaselessly “becomes” and never 
‘is.’ But in the person in whom the power 
of integration (essentially, the Sun) is as- 
serting itself at once strongly, the “is” also 
asserts itself and the “becomes” is merely 
a matter of perfecting what “was, is and 
ever shall be. 

These general remarks are very impor- 
tant and should, I believe, always be kept 
in mind. They should help to disprove the 
idea that in the case of “spiritual persons” 
astrology does not work. The truth is that 
with strongly individuated persons progres- 
sions often do not work, but I have yet to 
see any “spiritual person” whose natal chart 


did not click. It is necessary however to add 
that every astrological factor can be inter- 
preted at three levels of being and con- 
sciousness. This applies especially to the 
symbols of the degrees, but also to the 
meaning of houses, signs, planets etc. 
Another most important point, rarely taken 
into consideration! 


Einstein’s birth-chart 


By studying the zodiacal positions of the 
planets, we can deduce the substance of 
the Physio- psychological functions of the 
man’s “personality”: his manifest nature and 
character. Referring to previous articles, 
we know that we may speak of planets of 
the conscious (Saturn, Moon, Mars, Venus 
and Mercury) and planets of the uncon- 
scious (Uranus, Neptune, Pluto)—the Sun 
being a symbol of the very life-force, which 
ever attempts to integrate and vivify. We 
can thus note that the functions of a man’s 
total being operate according to certain ba- 
sic universal patterns (or modalities) sym- 
bolized by the signs of the zodiac; in other 
words, we can study the positions of the 
planets, in the signs of the zodiac. 


We shall not work this out in detail, as 
it is a matter of common astrological prac- 
tice. We will point out, however, as an 
illustration, the fact that a grouping 
of three planets of the conscious (Mercury, 
Saturn, Venus) are found in Aries. This 
means that the physio-psychological func- 
tions represented by these planets operate 
on a basis of “creative impulsion”—which 
is the characteristic of Aries. As moreover 
these planets are placed in the Tenth House, 
which rules over thinking (psychologically 
speaking), we can quickly deduce that this 
“creative impulsion” refers to mental 
rather than physiological activity. To this 
we would add the fact that the Part of 
Fortune, Mercury and Saturn are in close 
conjunction. The mind is deep, and strongly 
formal. We could expect this configuration 
in the chart of the man who conceived the 
universe to be finite, and opposed the older 
idea of a universe extending indefinitely in 
all directions. Saturn is the boundary- 
maker. Here, it introverts the mind and 
the sense of happiness or personal ease of 
functioning (Part of Fortune). It may even 
lead to a certain amount of pessimism or 
mental bitterness, as well as a strong aloof- 
ness from human contacts—especially as 
Saturn rules the house of human relation- 
ship (VIIth.). 

Venus in Aries shows that the substance 
of consciousness and of all affective reac- 
tions to experience is of the nature of 
“creative impulsion.” The emotional nature 
throws itself eagerly, creatively, impulsively 
into the new channels which experiences 
suggest. 

This analysis referred mostly to the sub- 
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stance of the functions. The way they are 
conditioned by relationship to other func- 
tions will be indicated by the aspects the 
planets make between each other. For in- 
stance Venus here is square Mars and trine 
the Moon. The former aspect generates 
emotional tensions; the outgoing impulses 
toward (Mars), and the final summing up of 
(Venus), experiences are somewhat tearing 
the consciousness of the native. This gen- 
erates inner frictions, enthusiasms and an- 
tagonisms which must be disturbing. Yet 
it also generates creative power. We prob- 
ably see, in this chart of Einstein, an in- 
stance of transmutation of a strong emotion- 
al nature into great creative mental power. 
Or, in another sense, we may see that the 
intellectual formalism and critical sense of 
the mathematician is a sort of psychological 
compensation for a strong feeling-nature, 
whose emotions have great fire and convic- 
tion. Ejinstein’s political and humanitarian 
activities are witness to the truth of such 
an interpretation. 

We can go still deeper and into the realm 
of pure significance, by studying the symbols 
of the degrees within which the planets are 
located. ‘The Mercurv symbol (fourth de- 
gree of Aries) speaks of “Two lovers stroll- 
ing along a secluded walk.” This refers, 
at this level of consciousness, to the interior 
communion of soul and mind, of intuition 
and reason—in a condition of deep _intro- 
version. Such is then the pure significance 
of Einstein’s intelligence, in which, quite 
evidently, reason and intuition are inti- 
mately and actively blended. 


The Saturn .symbol (fifth degree of 
Aries) is: “A white triangle with golden 
wings.” This is a symbol of intense zeal 
and inward flight of consciousness. The 
consciousness is of an inner archetypal na- 
ture, rather than concrete and established 
in outer reality. It may be interesting to 
note that one of the greatest and most ex- 
traordinary Christian saints, Ste Catherine 
of Sienna, had her Sun on that degree. She 
lived practically without food, the smallest 
amount of which caused her intense physi- 
cal suffering—yet was amazingly active, a 
political power; sustained indeed by a type 
of vitality (Sun) which was super-earthly. 
Saturn, as the reader will remember from 
previous articles, refers to the ego-complex. 
Here then we find the deeper meaning of 
Einstein’s individuality, of his childlike, 
eager, wondering, and.(in a new sense) truly 
mystic countenance. 

The symbol of the Sun’s degree is emi 
nently significant: “A small island in the 
midst of the boundless ocean; its happy in 
habitants have created a world all of their 
own.” What could be more significant of 
Einstein’s Self, that is, of the Power within 
him that integrates his life and his destiny ? 
Even the term “island universe” has been 
connected with the new FEjinsteinian cos- 


mogony. Einstein has indeed created “a 
world all of his own” of which he is, in a 
sense at least, a “happy inhabitant.” The 
symbol even depicts the essence of his cos- 
mic conceptions. As the Sun is his “most 
elevated planet,” dominating the house of 
professional and public activity,—and, psy- 
chologically, the realm of thinking—, we 
can readily see how revealing the symbol is. 

We must add at once that, the above does 
not mean that every person born March 14 
(or rather with the Sun in the twenty-fourth 
degree of Pisces) will be an Einstein, or a 
great physicist!!! The symbol would be as 
true or significant of thousands of persons 
with utterly different types of endowment 
and situation in life. But in the case of 
men who themselves are truly significant 
beings the symbols are most exactly re- 
vealing; for here as everywhere, like 
answers like, and significance answers sig- 
nificance. 

The Moon: “The ground-hog comes out 
of his hole looking for its shadow to decide 
whether spring has come.” Symbol of keen 
divination and prophetic understanding. The 
present is sacrificed for the sake of the fu- 
ture. Here, the Moon rules the two first 
houses. It is thus the ruler of the chart— 
the dominating power of the psyche. Ein- 
stein is undoubtedly a man of deep feelings, 
in the real sense of the term. He feels 
ahead, as a prophet; reflecting the future. 


Mars: “A group of anchorites on a pil- 
grimage, midway between the world and 
the illumined summits.” Mars represents 
the power of initiating action, the power of 
impulsion and desire. The "symbol shows 
a balance in response to inner and outer 
values; and in fact a double incentive to 
action. ‘This is characteristic of Einstein, 
pure abstract thinker and champion of so- 
cial human causes. 

Neptune: “A sleigh speeds upon the 
ground, which snow has not yet touched.” 
Neptune is the symbol of the action of the 
collective upon the individual. One of the 
most amazing things in contemporary 
thought is the fact that an abstract, remote 
and well-nigh incomprehensible theory as 
that of relativity brought to its author swift 
and unchallenged world-fame. The Neptune 
symbol adequately indicates that activity, 
here, is not dependent upon circumstances; 
but manifests ahead of its natural season. 
In other words society gave to Einstein an 
unseasonal and abnormal sustainment 

The same significance can be found in 
the symbols of such abstract points as the 
Part of Fortune and what we called “Part 
of Imaging” (cf. American Astrology Sep- 
tember 1934). The former is symbolized as 
follows: 

“A man’s profile, in relief as in a cameo. 
It suggests the outline of his country.’ 

This refers to participation of the indi- 
vidual in a larger scheme of society or life. 
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The Part of Fortune is the point of ease of 
personal functioning, thus of happiness. It 
indicates also the dharma (life-task) of the 
man as a racial atavistic expression. Here, 
thus, Einstein is shown to be in his per- 
sonality the hypostasis, or avatar, of his 
race or country. But, because of the con- 
junction of this Part of Fortune with Saturn 
there are trials and tests in relation to this 
racial inheritance. This configuration seems 
often to indicate exile—materially or spirit- 
ually speaking—especially if found in the 
Tenth House. 

The symbol of the Part of Imaging is: 
“Pelicans, disturbed by explorers, have 
moved to places unknown.” This refers to 
an inward re-emphasis of foundations, to a 
basic re-orientation of life. This Part sym- 
bolizes the outer form of the creative genius 
of the evolved individual. Undoubtedly Ein- 
stein’s genius produced a re-orientation of 
modern thought. 

These symbols can obviously be inter- 
preted in various ways and each interpreta- 
tion, with its various shades of meaning, 
might cover a full page. With such sym- 
bols we deal with the same type of things 
as with the symbols of the Yi-king, the 
great textbook of Chinese philosophy, mys- 
ticism, science—and also divination. Each 
symbol opens immense vistas of conscious- 
ness, if grasped in the proper mental or in- 
tuitional attitude. The old Chinese sym- 
bols are based on simple natural scenes, be- 


cause they were the products of a simple 


agricultural civilization. The Sabian sym- 
bols, which we quote, are meant for our 
complex and intricate modern civilization; 
and thus the 360 picture-dramas which they 
reveal have to be interpreted by a con- 
sciousness well aware of the psychological- 
social intricacies of modern living. 

These remarks may be even more impor- 
tant as we come to the interpretation of 
the symbols of the four angles of the chart, 
which deal with the four-fold individual be- 
ing and destiny of the native: his being 
(1) as pure essential being and destiny— 

Ascendant 
(2) as an individual Soul asserting itself in 
feelings—Nadir 
(3) as a personality facing the outer world 
—Descendant 
(4) as a thinker and participant 
world’s destiny—Mid-Heaven. 
Ascendant symbol: 

“A Chinese woman is nursing a baby, 
around whom is the halo of a divine in- 
carnation.” 

The meaning is clear, save for the woman 
being Chinese. This refers presumably to 
a special relationship between China and 
our planet Earth as a whole. Theosophists 
will say that we are in the “fourth round” 
and China is the seed-expression of the 
“fourth root-race”: that “four” is the num- 


in the 


ber of the concrete intellect, of form, har- 
mony, beauty, music, ete. The human per- 
sonality is the matrix, or nurse, of 
the divine incarnation. 

Some readers may feel in Einstein a 
“something” which seems to apparent him 
to old Chinese traditional thought, and the 
spiritual-metaphysical implications of the 
general theory of relativity are not far from 
the essence of the ideal of Tao. Gravita- 
tion involves a most European concept of 
effort and striving; whereas Einsteinian 
concepts point to a universe in which every- 
thing moves along the path of greatest 
ease and relative effortlessness: the ideal 
of action according to the essense of Tao. 

This Ascendant symbol is enhanced by 
the Uranus symbol: “A large white cross 
stands alone on the top of a hill”;—which 
also speaks of incarnation, individual self- 
hood and, if one wishes to be literal (a dan- 
gerous procedure!), of the four dimensions! 
The dependable meaning is always that of 
new birth, pioneering, a new creative de- 
parture, etc. 

Nadir symbol: “A man snatches away the 
veil of Isis.” This again needs very little 
interpretation. Ejinstein’s feelings are those 
of a discoverer, of an idealist who longs to 
see the hidden reality beneath the veil. He 
is a great humanitarian; that is, one who 
feels for Man underneath all little and dis- 
turbing men. 

Descendant symbol: “A student of nature 
lectures to a group of pupils.” What could 
be more appropriate of Ejinstein’s nature 
of relationship? Whether as a scientist, or 
as leader in humanitarian causes, or as rep- 
resentative of the Jewish race—he seems 
always to teach others what nature, physi- 
cal or human, is or ought to be. Daring 
in his feelings, he appears thus studious 
and intellectual in his sensations and hu- 
man contacts. But the presence of Mars 
in the Seventh House indicates also a cer- 
tain amount of aggressiveness and impetu- 
osity with regard to those contacts which 
arouse the emotions. 

Mid-Heaven symbol: “Candidates to 
initiation are being examined bv the as- 
sembled lodge.” Here we have a symbol 
of the best of the past marshalled for the 
scrutiny of the new. he new may join 
the ranks of this ever-growing elite which 
is the glory of the past; but it does that 
by complying with regulations which have 
proven their value for ages. Likewise Ein- 
stein’s thinking and professional achieve- 
ments (Mid-Heaven) have been the result of 
a thorough scrutiny of new intuitions on 
the basis of the inherited treasures of our 
Western scientific culture. Here is no rev- 
olutionist, but one who adds the power and 
Significance of the new to the old, while 
complying with the recognized tradition em- 
bodied. in the “Lodge.”

BIRTHSIGNS 


Question: Your article, page 19, November issue, 
“Calendar” interested me so much that I decided to 
write you for a few lines regarding my own birthdate 
or sign. 

I was born in Memphis, Tenn., Dec. 22, about 4:10 
a.m., 1871. I understand that the Sun was then about 
4 hours in Capricorn. What I wish to have cleared 
up is, Am I to take Capricorn daily indications in your 
magazine as my guide, or do I partake of the Sagga- 
tarian sign the Sun just has passed through? 


Answer: In 1871 the Sun entered Capri- 
corn, 6:06 a. m. G. M. T. December 22nd. 
The true local time for Memphis, Tenn., was 
then 0:06 a. m. 

At the time of your birth, 4:10 a. m. the 
Sun was iust 11 minutes in the sign Capri- 
corn, 

I would judge from this that you are 
definitely marked with the Capricorn char- 
acteristics. However, with regard to tran- 
siting influences to the Sun there is another 
factor that must be considered. The orb of 
influence is much wider approaching than 
it is separating and this orb of influence for 
an approaching aspect from a transiting 
planet would in your case extend back as 
far as the 22nd degree of Sagittarius, hence 
you will find that with regard to “Timing” 
at least, the Sagittarian forecast will prob- 
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believe that rectification is impossible and that di- 
rections do not click ‘‘on time.” But since 1914 I 
have used a corrected (in the light of astron- 
omy) measure of both secondary and primary 
directions that will rectify any chart in time 
agreement with a long list of events without de- 
parting radically from the witnessed time of a 
birth, and which when once the chart is so recti- 
fied will call the time of directions to the week 
of life year in and out by yielding directions 
consistent’ with the events and planetary natures 
12. 17 without any such subterfuge as Pearce (and 
a i other Ptolemy followers) indulge in—such as 
his attribution of Edward VIIth broken knee 
cap showing no direction to the actual - natal 
cause (Saturn in Capricorn square to Moon). 
Without these revised directional facts (be- 
yond the scope of THE EARTH text) it is 
very easy to miss much in making a test of 
that text. This should be clear when I say 
that every text on primary directing goes wrong 
as much as 7 years in timing SOME of the di- 
rection. This because their old-time formulas 
were evolved before the Copernican facts were 
known. The errors are due to the old false 
assumption that the planets move around a 
stationary earth. Many think it makes no dif- 
ference in directions whether the ny cus- 
mology or that of Copernicus is true. ut it 
makes such a whale of a difference that both 
primary and secondary directing are in a good 
deal of disrepute in this country because they 


ably be in most instances more reliable than 
that fer Capricorn.

Dear Mr. Clancy :— 

I have your letter of 6th, and with your 
stated editorial policy I have no quarrel what- 
ever. I respect the individual’s rights to believe 
as he wishes and of late years I have carried 
this so far as to become rather a poor “fighter” 
for astrology or even for my own ideas or find- 
ings. I much prefer to let others report on my 
work as every bit of success I have had has 
been due to the voluntary good word of others 
and not in the least by any tooting on my own 
account.

Truth is just as good under any other label than 
astrology, if it leads that way; but so far I 
cannot find anything else that gives CORRE- 
LATED meaning to the other sciences, so I do 
not expect astrology can lose anything by being 
examined with that critical slant which, as you 
say “holds no brief for even one’s own ideas.” 
In fact the little I know about it after 31 years’ 
research is wholly due to approaching it ob- 
jectively without belief and abiding by what I 
cannot break down through the test of time. 

Working by elimination I have evolved and 
exploded a good many hundreds of theories on 
each pom of astrology investigated. What is 
left aiter finding out what WON’T work is my 
only approach to the truth. The only sorry busi- 
ness about “try everything” is that it involves 
so much duplication of effort 4 separate in- 
vestigators. But that seems to be the history 
of both discovery and invention. 

My object in writing you is not in the thought 
that the future of astrology depends on ac- 
ceptance of any findings of mine—I hold 
“there are no indispensable individuals.” I do 
not expect my findings to be “believed,” for 
“believers’”’ as such have done and can do little 
for astrology. I DOUBT IF ANYONE 
STARTING WITH A BELIEF EVER FINDS 
MUCH TRUTH. 

There are two more texts badly needed to 
round off mathematical procedure in astrology— 
one on rectifying and one on directing. For in 
these two problems all texts extant are very 
much in error on several counts. Without these 
corrected expositions a great many have come to 


do not click by the text rules for calculating 
them. As a result we have the champions of 
“transit astrology” and a flood of predictions 
only one in hundreds of which ever are fulfilled. 
[his keeps astrology the joke of scientists. 

Now you know very well that any works rad- 
ically revising both primary and secondary di- 
recting must run so foul of the “textbook in- 
terests” that such works would have to be 
ublished at a great loss for years to come. 

hat loss I cannot take. Consequently users of 
THE EARTH IN THE HEAVENS have to 
limp along without these additional works that 
would greatly clarify its further use. And be- 
cause there are in use all sorts of erroneous 
measures of directing, it is quite easy to use 
any of them with my Greenwich base and so 
hastily conclude it needs change to suit those 
faulty systems of directing. Students should 
know this if they are to use my text with more 
satisfactory results. 

do not mean that the unpublished facts 
about directing post date the publication of the 
EARTH IN THE HEAVENS, more that their 
publication would, in any way, change that 
text. I mean the same measures but partially 
referred to in that work have amplified applica- 
tion to nativities and they so clear up the mud- 
dle of directing that anyone once using them in- 
rectifying and directing and seeing how con- 
sistent directions click ‘“‘one time’’ in every horo- 
scope, would be “sold” on sticking to the BL 
directions as given in that test. I may add, I 
have for 20 years been directing ALL cusps 
and in that time I have found that within their 
respective fields of meaning the direction of the 
supposedly “lesser Cusps’” are just as important 
as those of the Meridian and horizon—and they 
occur “fon time” when correctly computed. 

In the past three months I have turned to an 
attempt to adapt the trigonomery of astronomy 
and engineers to meet certain special calculations 
met with only in these correctives in Astrology. 
In this considerable progress has been made. 
It seems to me a necessity before correct di- 
rections can be taught with any hope students 
will apply the correct methods; for they are 
very tedious to perform by the heretofore too 
limited trigonometry equations developed for as- 
trological use. If new and time-saving equations 
can be developed I will feel more justified in 
—__- needed works on rectifying and di- 
recting. ut, too, this all depends on the extent 
of the support and demand. 

Anyhow, I think you have the right idea—that 
a magazine as to advance truth must be im- 
personal as to whence it comes and what label 
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it shall wear in Pay ai analysis. Honest difference 
is no crime, and from the idly believing propa- 
gandists, Lord deliver us. An intelligent critic 
is preferable to a blind follower. I wrote you on 
the demands of those who have given my work 
long consideration but the whole ‘‘astrological

I am merely interested to know how Mr. 
Counsil would explain the touch off for the 


two Virgonian eclipses only two degrees apart. 
Il agree with him perfectly well that foresight 
is much more to be desired than hind sight 
and I would not take any issue with him if 
“after sight” were the means of arriving at the 
formula upon which foresight could be 
predicted. 

Now allow me to quote you figures on both 
of these eclipses in Virgo and show you how 
they traversed widely different sections of the 
earth’s crust and then ask how he would ex- 
plain for quakes resulting therefrom in Greece 
and the United States from each eclipse, but 
more particularly how it was, that the 1886 
eclipse struck the eastern seaboard and wrecked 
the town of Charleston, S. C., whereas the 
eclipse just two degrees away in Virgo 8 struck 
the western seaboard ayd Los Angeles in par- 
ticular. 

The 1886 eclipse began its “total’’ in 79.46 
west long. 9.48 north very close to the Panama 
Canal and ended below the equator in 34 East 
long. 19 South on the island of Madagascar. It 
was central in the Atlantic Ocean off the east 
coast of Africa in 14/27 west long. 0.257 north 
on August 29, 0.58 G. M. T. 

The 1932 eclipse began up 
Circle in Siberia in 109 East 79.56 north, 
traveled approximately across the Pole, down 
through Hudson Bay, New England and_ out 
into the Atlantic Ocean, ending 40.59 West, 
28.27 north, both eclipses beginning at one place 
and ending at another place. It was central 
August 31, 20 h o 5 m at 78.55 west and 55.18 


near the Arctic 


north. Neither of these eclipses passed over 
the point of devastation. 

Can Mr. Counsil or Mr. Johndro allocate 
them to Charleston, S._C., and Los Angeles 


without using those localities as starting points? 
All figures were taken from the British Nautical 
Ephemeris for those particular years. Until we 
can reconcile the discrepancy in the zero point 
of the base line as between the three, predic- 
tions will lack scientific accuracy.

“I am interested in the query on Page 13, 
August issue, 1934 anent Horary Astrology. 
May I relate an experience or two which I 
had regarding this? 





About 14 years ago, I had been advised 
that an old printer in San Francisco would 
do very good work for me. [| visited his pre- 
Victorian type shop, found the picturesque 
old gentleman standing on a wooden box 
about 10 inches square, which he had used 
for a quarter century. He still set type by 
hand and had a very limited supply, which 
was distinctly detrimental to business en- 
largement. When I showed him a sketch 
of the type of business desired, he smiled 
and said I was in the right line of work. He 
then proceeded to give me a most accurate 
description of my father, mother, brother, 
husband—all of whom had passed on years 
ago. Told me all about myself, gave me the 
zodiacal sign for each individual, described 
my early life, my aspirations, told me just 
how long each one of these dear ones had 
lived. I was much astonished and said: 
“You must be very psychic.” He replied, 
“Not at all, I simply noted the time you 
entered the shop and made my deductions; 
look back of you and you will find a chart 
with a clock which I always face, and which 
gives me data on any one opening the shop- 
door.” This man was Robert Rembrandt 
Hill, son of the famous Thomas Hill who 
had painted “Driving the last Spike” which 
portrayed that other Hill, the railroad mag- 
nate, and various celebrities, of a great con- 
tinental railroad. Thomas Hill’s paintings 
are found in many great galleries, one of 
the most beautiful being in Crocker 
Museum in Sacramento, a picture of Yose- 
mite Falls, so marvelously executed that 
one almost felt the cold spray of the falls. 

Mr. Robert R. Hill had made this chart— 
he was quite inventive—and in the center 
was an ordinary alarm clock of cheap make. 
He gave me my rising sign, went into elab- 
orate detail about events in my life and in 
the lives of the said relatives. He had never 
before heard of me or seen me. He said 
he made a specialty of answering questions 
by horary astrology, charging but fifty cents 
for about ‘200 words, gave me some cir- 
culars to distribute, and that he could ac- 
curately describe any one if a memorandum 
were sent him giving exact moment of re- 
ceiving letter, a telephone message or wire. 
I tested him with great success and checked 
up absolutely on my own graphological de- 
ductions of various unknown writers, ac- 
cording to my own science of delineating 
character. His descriptions of the writers, 
or of those who telephoned me, were re- 
markable. 

Some time later, I took to this shop Flor- 
ence Gloria Crawford, a well-known meta- 
physical teacher, healer and lecturer. She, 
too, wished some circulars printed. When 
we entered the shop, Mr. Hill said “Well 
you WOULD have to go on your own, what 
a miserably unhappy married life you have 
had. Your son is not a comfort to you 
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either, and you are constantly meeting 
heavy tests of your courage and faith.” 
Then he gave her her birthday and sign, 
also that of her husband and son, and laid 
her life bare so that she was wondering 
what “manner of man this might be.” 


Many of my clients used the fifty cent 
readings successfully in their business prob- 
lems. Mr. Hill would predict just how ac- 
quiescence with a proposed plan would re- 
sult, give advice regarding probity of the 
writer—or vice versa. 

He was a Sagittarian, a financial failure. 
I do not know his rising sign, but he was 
of that moon-faced type, soft, a tall man, 
with mushy mouth, kindly eyes, sanguine 
complexion. After his famous father’s 
death, Robert Hill exhibited many of the 
paintings and tried to sell them, but re- 
ceived only a few thousand dollars. Now 
they are conceded to be of great value and 
a single painting has been known to sell 
for $35,000. 

I know so little of astrology, though 
greatly interested in the science, that it 
would sound presumptuous for me to en- 
large on this story in any way, but thought 
you might find an item of interest in it. Mr. 
Hill passed on some years ago, of heart 
disease. He was well educated, for a time 
taught French and Spanish, and gave pri- 
vate lessons in Astrology. His failing was 
giving long-delayed horoscopes—people 
wearied of the waiting and could not rec- 
ommend him, though the work was so con- 
scientiously done. The Shorter horary out- 
lines were sent out promptly all hand writ- 
ten. He always “crabbed” about how peo- 
ple wasted his time in the shop and failed to 
pay for the (gratis) information, yet one 
just could not break away from the old man, 
who was garrulous and much interested in 
research work. He called himself a “Rosi- 
crucian Theosophist” which was strange 
enough. I have tried to gain headway 
many times when pressing engagements de- 
manded a short interview on business mat- 
ters with Mr. Hill, and have stood with 
hand on doorknob trying to break away— 
without avail. He loved to commiserate 
himself, and yet he refused to permit a 
customer to leave in a hurry. It is no won- 
der that both printing and astrology failed 
to bring him the returns he deserved, since 
he was a conscientious workman who 
charged very low prices. In his shop one 
found samples of cards and circulars printed 
for hundreds of notables. His wife never 
knew when he’d come home to dinner— 
he worked late and toiled even half days 
on Sundays, besides doing home-work in 
astrology. One always found a loaf of 
white bread at his shop, part of which he 
ate—the other part he took home as he 
loved this special brand of staff of 
life. A smelly little oil-stove furnished an 


underpinning for a dilapidated tea-kettle— 
ana bread and tea beguiled his hours. | 
know he had clients as far away as India 
and Africa, who relied on his horary astrol- 
ogy. 

You say a very high order of intuitive 
power would be required for setting up a 
reliable forecast—and -perhaps the childlike, 
naive, spiritualized Robert Hill had it. 

But anyway, nobody could make me be- 
lieve “there’s nothing to it.” I’ve _ been 
convinced through many proofs of the faith 
this old gentleman had in horary astrology.

Answer: The Jupiter aspect would pre- 
dominate here for two reasons. First—the 

enus aspect was already past and the Moon 
was approaching the Jupiter aspect as next 
in line. Second—Jupiter has accidental dig- 
nity in this chart for the hour given be- 
ing posited close to, and approaching, the 
cusp of the First House. 

Granting that this birth chart is reliable, 
I would not consider Saturn to be particu- 
larly significant in regard to the eighth 
house except, of course, in a general sense— 
with respect to the Sun sign. However, the 
specific individual influence of Saturn in this 
chart refers definitely to the sixth house, 
the House of Health, and in consideration 
of the aspects received by Saturn I would 
say that this child might be quite sickly in 


infancy and may be reared with difficulty, 
but an approaching trine of Mars to Saturn 
tells us that after the age of puberty (pro- 
vided the child lives that long) there may 
come new life and the development of a 
strong physique may be expected.

The only phase of the Karma Theory that 
I object to seriously is that which refers 
present obligations and problems to other lives 
—past or future. I do not believe that Life 
is operated on a deferred payment plan. The 
credit system has already practically ruined 
civilization. Spiritually the result is cer- 
tain to be equally disastrous. 

Furthermore, I believe that with the aid of 
Astrology we can properly interpret that cryp- 
tic symbol which we know as the physical 
world. Properly classify our experiences, and 
discover the divine plan in relation to the 
Self and having accomplished this we are in 
a position to tackle the problems of life at 
once and solve them—NOW—unhindered and 
unhampered by any past and without the ne- 
cessity for recognizing any Karmic debts that 
may have been carried over from a past life. 

I am convinced that Karmic Theory as 
originally evolved and promulgated by Buddha 
meant just that, but like every other theory 
of Life it has been twisted and distorted out 
of all semblance to its original form and in-

tent by the devout followers of the “Teacher.” 

The past dies when the present is born and 
when you outgrow the present it too shall 
cease to be. 

If you find yourself in a situation or con- 
dition that is uncongenial or that you know 
is unworthy, you may do one of two things 
—either stay in it or move on and you will 
stay until you have had enough of it—and no 
ghost out of the past has the power to stop the 
free exercise of your “Will” in this respect. 
However, that takes courage—courage that is 
born of wisdom which is in turn born of 
experience. Perhaps those who are still un- 
convinced may say that this is just another 
way of saying you stay until your debt is 
paid—in abstract they do mean the same, but 
psychologically those two points of view are 
as far apart as the poles. One is the view- 
point of a “Free Soul”’—who looks Nature 
straight in the face and says, “I AM your 
master,” but the other is the viewpoint of 
one who goes creeping and _ cringing 
through life afraid to call his soul his own 
and tearfully imploring an unknown God to 
forgive him for he knows not what or with 
sweet resignation worthy of a better cause 
cheerfully accepts the kicks and cuffs of 
life, consoling himself with the reflection 
that he is thereby paying a debt of destiny, 
—what utter rot—it is positively immoral in 
some cases, because back of that sweet 
charity there is quite frequently the secret 
thought—“Some day my chance will come 
—this person who is treating me unjustly 
is piling up a karmic debt and some day I 
WILL COLLECT—” If that isn’t revenge, 
you give me a name for it.

I have a letter from Mrs. James Roosevelt, 
mother of our President, giving the following 
data as to his birth, I think that it is of 
enough National Interest to Astrological Stu- 
dents that it may be worthy of consideration. 

Born “about” (don’t you hate that word?) 
8:30 p.m. Eastern Standard Time, at their 
home, 2 miles .south of Hyde Park and 4 
— north of Poughkeepsie, on January 30th, 


This is 73° 53’ 24.7” Longitude=4 hr. 55 
Min. 33.65 Sec. west of Greenwich. The Longi- 
tudinal time correction is 48.55 Sec. The Geo- 
centric Latitude is 41.5547° North=3’ 29” 
north of Poughkeepsie. 

The above with the exception of 3’—29” 
is from the Nautical Almanac. 3’—29” is 
Bowditch equivalent for 4 miles at 413% N. 

He married qn March 17, 1905, I am told 
it was at New York. Can you have someone 
who is accurate look through the N. Y. News- 
paper files of that date and get the hour of 
the wedding? With Uranus as prominent as 
it was in his map the wedding is just as 
likely to have been 8:00 a.m. as at the regula- 
tion 8:00 p.m. If not at New York do you 
know where? 

Or do you know the time he took off from 
Albany on July 2nd, 1932, when he started 
for Chicago? He flew over the American 
Airways, so I am told. I wrote them, but got 
no answer; or what time did he land, at 
Chicago, or at any intermediate point? 

Assassination attempted at Miami, Fla., Feb. 
15th, but as it did not even scare him that 
data is useless. Newspaper report was given 
that the shot was at 9:32 p.m. Hearst paper 
so data is questionable. 

I want to get accurate data of some vitally 
important events so that I can rectify his 
chart.

Answer: We do not know the hour of 
birth for Mrs. Roosevelt, but her mother, 
Mrs. Elliot Roosevelt was born March 1/7, 
1864— you might try that. 

President Roosevelt was married at the 
home of Mrs. Henry Parrish, 8 E. 76th St, 
New York City, on March 17, 1905. The bride 
was given away by her uncle, Theodore 
Roosevelt at 2:30 p.m. 

Incidentally you might be interested in 
knowing that President Roosevelt’s mother 
was born September 21, 1854. 

Werner Janssen, the American conductor 
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of New York Philharmonic Orchestra, was 
born in New York, June 1, 1899.

Answer: I prefer the Solar Revolution. 
The Directed Chart (Primary Direction) is 
based on an assumed birth hour which must 
be correct, otherwise your Progressed As- 
cendant will be unreliable—four minutes in- 
accuracy in the Birthtime will throw this 
chart out one year; obviously this is much 
less practical than is the Solar Revolution. 


STAR MAP 


Question: Will you kindly write an article in your 
magazine explaining how a star map could be used 
with your monthly map for progressions, or with the 
Ephemeris? I have read how some one’s Neptune 
will be thus and so with the Sun; how do they do it? 


Answer: We would suggest that you de- 
vote some time to the study of Astrology. 
The answer to this question could not be 
given briefly. You will find the Brother- 
hood of Light Lessons very instructive and 
easy to master. This is the best corres- 
pondence course of which we have any 
knowledge. 


SUN SQUARE URANUS 


Question: Will you please tell me in practical terms 
ef everv day life, and in easily understood facts that 


a layman can grasp without too much interpretation, 
astrologically or otherwise, in fact quite frankly, what, 
in a woman’s chart, is the significance of having: 
“Sun square Uranus.” hat would this 
tendency to bring in the life of the woman?

Answer: We have become accustomed to 
accepting Sun square Uranus or Neptune 
in a woman’s chart, as a reliable indication 
of freedom or unconventionality in the sex- 
ual relationship—this must of course be in- 
terpreted as implying also a purely social 
relation with the opposite sex and not 
merely the physical contact. 

In the case of Neptune, the relationship 
we find to be more often mental, decidedly 
more aesthetic and may be classified as 
distinctly platonic in most instances, al- 
though this planet does occasionally in- 
cline to lower forms of intrigue and de- 
ception, that is most. often difficult to detect. 

In the case of Uranus, there is more of 
the element of adventure. It is more often 
physical in expression and there is less con- 
cealment—intrigue—in fact either of these 
aspects incline to affairs or common law 
unions out of or after marriage, but while 
the Neptune affair will usually be kept dark, 
the Uranian affair is quite likely to be car- 
ried on quite openly with the full knowl- 
edge of the partner. 

In a man’s chart we substitute the Moon 
for the Sun and consider the Moon in re- 
lation to Uranus or Neptune as having th» 
same significance as above. 


VULCAN 


Each new edition of American Astrology 
is always a source of delight to the student 
of Astrology and the perusal of its pages 
is an adventure to which I look forward 
with anticipation each month. But this month 
(September) I was very disappointed to find 
no discussion whatever on the “Morro Castle” 
disaster. This and many other tragedies of 
less magnitude took place at a time when 
the aspects of the planets were unusually 
favorable. At a time when one expected 
the stock market to go up, it went down. 
The newspapers were filled with depressing 
news. That whole week beginning Septem- 
ber 7 and ending September 11th, at least 
so far as aspects indicated should have been 
phenomenally pleasant. It made me impa 
tient that my knowledge was so little as te 
make me incapable of speculating as to the 
causes of this contradictory state of affairs. 
Perhaps you will excuse me then if the re- 
marks I have to make should in any way 
be lacking in logic or accurate information. 
I am only a beginner in the field of Astrolo- 
gy and there is stiJl so much for me to learn. 

In last month’s issue you answered the 
inquiry of a correspondent regarding the 
hypothetical planet Vulcan, admitting that 
you were inclined to accept it as the Ruler 
of Virgo and explaining that it was always 
very close to the Sun. Not possessing the

Ephemeris mentioned in that article, I do 
not know the exact position of Vulcan, but 
assume that there is a possibility of its be- 
ing a few degrees behind the Sun as it pro- 
ceeded through Virgo. Since the Sun was 
in conjunction with Neptune on September 
5th, it seems possible that this planet Vul- 
can might have reached a conjunction with 
Neptune on September 7th or thereabouts. 
I know nothing whatever about Vulcan ex- 
cept what I have gathered from articles in 
your magazine. Notably from “Virgo the 
Virgin” in last month’s issue and from a 
half-remembered knowledge of mythology 
but I would imagine that a conjunction of 
this planet would be of a violent enough na- 
ture to cause such tragedies as that of the 
“Morro Castle,” also to cause an unexpected 
upset in the stock market and numerous 
other events of a less public nature, which 
took place around that time. Many of us 
“sensed” something strange and unusual 
in the air around that time—something 
we couldn’t quite explain and something 
which the “Aspects” did not seem to ex- 
plain. 


It may be that you did not have any time 
to do any research regarding this incident 
before the recent edition of American As- 
trology went to press. But I do hope you 
are planning to mention it in your next is- 
sue. And if I have allowed my imagina- 
tion to run riot a little in the speculation 
expressed above, I hope that I shall be ex- 
cused on the grounds I have mentioned.

NEPTUNE IN VIRGO

in the fourth house 
of your horoscope has been given in a 
recent issue of American Astrology. Janu- 
ary, February and March will see the end 
of this irritating seven-years effect, of which 
the last flare-up will come when the Sun, 
Venus, and Mercury square Uranus from 
your first house, January 4-20. This is 
a high strung emotional and mental period 
for you, and you should beware of upsets 
in your home, and in all personal matters; 
keep your temper, and avoid argument and 
bickering under this, for if you have gone 
thus far without a major upset from this 
Uranian transit, it would be a shame to 
undo the good now when it is practically 
over. After this flare-up of conflicting 
forces, the vibrations to Uranus during the 
remainder of January, February and March 
are very good, and you should be able under 
them to “put your house in order” in a 
literal as well as a figurative sense. You 
can now solve satisfactorily problems of 
long standing, which have been developing 
since the entry of Uranus into Aries, at the 
beginning of 1928, for now at his exit he 
meets the good stabilizing ray of Saturn, 
and your domestic difficulties should clear 
up under this, leaving the field clear for the 
entrance of Uranus into your fifth house, 
and the sign of Taurus, on March 28, 1935. 
This is a very importaut transit in your 
life, and the question of whether it is a 
destructive or constructive force in your 
life, depends solely on whether you live on 
the negative or the positive side of this 
erratic, eccentric, highly original and cre- 
ative planet.

We have 
already seen that you are now working 
under the somewhat favorable ray of Nep- 
tune in the ninth (solar) house of your 
horoscope; and for this reason, it is possible 
that you will be able to make very happy 
and fortunate use of this transit of Uranus 
in your fifth house, which lasts for seven 
years. In order, however, to utilize the 
difficult vibrations of this great planet con-

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structively, it is necessary to understand 
what effect he has on you in the fifth house 
—to know what to guard against, as well 
as what to seek, in his long stay there. 

The fifth house, in addition to being the 
house of inner desire and True Ambition, 
is also the house of Desire in the other 
sense: it is the house of Emotion, Senti- 
mental attachments, Romance, and Love 
affairs: and the least desirable of Uranus’s 
influences here is his tendency to bring on 
emotional tension; eccentric, fickle, change- 
able, unreliable emotional loves and hates; 
with an accompanying leaning toward eccen- 
tricity and unconventionality in love, and 
so-called love affairs. Uranus, in his lower 
manifestation, is the born romantic, espe- 
cially in the fifth house—the soldier of for- 
tune type of love — the Casanovas of the 
world, here today and gone tomorrow; 
charming, plausible, seductive, and above 
all, fickle. Beware, under the transit of 
Uranus in your fifth, against a tendency to 
kick over the traces and run away in emo- 
tional matters: under Uranus, this is done 
under the egis of a lofty idealism, in the 
nathe of Freedom, Self-expression, and one 
knows not what of high-sounding irre- 
sponsibility. This is the negative expression 
of Uranus, the inversion of his true signifi- 
cance, of intellectual individualsm, advanced 
and progressive thinking, and true creative- 
ness and inventiveness. In the following 
of his negative side, all his great powers 
are concentrated in the bubbles of romance, 
intrigue, and romantic self-indulgence, and 
it is against this inclination to cut loose 
from tradition into a foundationless indi- 
vidualism, that you must beware under this 
transit of Uranus in your fifth solar house. 
This warning is doubly necessary because 
Uranus is at this time in the Venusian sign 
Taurus, and this combination tends to cor- 
rupt both the love-nature of Venus, and 
the independence of Uranus, into something 
which bears little relation either to love or 
to independence, but which is merely a 
harmful combination of the two into a 
selfish self-indulgence—and in the long run 
enig unsatisfactory self-indulgence, at that. 

his position, in its least desirable mani- 
festation is the very picture of the gallant 
but unreliable Don Juan, making frantic 
protestations of devotion one minute and 
nowhere to -be found the next — or of the 
ineffectual Don Quixote, soberly tilting at 
windmills in his pathetic and _ ridiculous 
quest. It is against these inversions of the 
true Uranian spirit of independence and 
progress that you must beware, guarding 
at the same time against self-indulgent 
temperament, nervousness, and irritability, 
through all of which Uranus will injure you 
if you live on the negative side. 

However, since this transit trines your 
natal Sun, there is excellent chance for you 
to live on the constructive side of Uranus, 


which tells quite another story. For Uranus 
in your fifth will quicken your mind and 
your vision, open up to you vistas of mental 
breadth that you perhaps have only vaguely 
imagined, strengthen and ennoble your mind 
as he brings to you the power to analyze 
large matters in advance. It was a Uranus- 
in-the-fifth type of vision that Tennyson de- 
scribed when he wrote: 


“For I dipped into the future far as 
human eye could see, 

Saw the vision of the world, and al 
the wonder that would be... .” 


Uranus, in its fifth house, best manifesta- 


tion, is not the selfish, sensual planet de- 
scribed above under the discussion of the 
negative expression. He is, on the con- 
trary, preeminently the planet of advanced 
social-mindedness: the planet of selfless- 
ness, altruism, and enlightened self-con- 
sciousness, to the end that the world may 
be enlightened and made better. The social 
and economic forces developing now in the 
United States are under the ray of Uranus, 
and as he gets into Taurus, these forces 
will become better and better organized 
and directed. Because this transit falls 
in the fifth house of your solar horoscope, 
you may expect to understand the new 
and changing world around you with an 
intimate and personal understanding, to 
profit by it, and perhaps (because of the 
friendly ray to your Sun and Ascendant) to 
contribute to it in your own sphere of activ- 
ity. Under the profoundly advanced intel- 
lectual stimulus of this influence, you will 
welcome new ideas, especially those that 
are aimed at a social change on a large 
scale; you will find yourself interested in 
progress, invention, economics, and politics. 
This is a surprising influence: you will see 
the world around you in a different light, 
and from a different angle than you have 
seen it before: an intensified, clear light, 
which makes this transit of Uranus a fas- 
cinating intellectual adventure. 

Thus, under this influence, you should 
guard against its emotional, temperamental, 
erratic, self-indulgent side; and seek to culti- 
vate its intellectual, progressive, mental 
side. In this connection it will be well for 
you to watch carefully the following dates, 
at which time the negative influence of 
Uranus will be strongest, and require the 
keenest vigilance. April 20-27, Sun and 
Mercury conjunction Uranus; there is some 
danger here of the erratic influence of 
Uranus, but this may turned to a good intel- 
lectual stimulus if you avoid romance and 
temperament. June 9-13, Venus square 
Uranus; this square involves your eighth 
and fifth houses, and therefore is quite an 
emotional aspect; beware also at this time 
of gambling, and the extravagant financial 
operation of a partner.

outer world, than from any of the other 
houses, Saturn is a planet of self-develop- 
ment; and as he expresses directly on the 
mind he tends to deepen and make more 
serious the mental processes, directly, with- 
out the interposition of the lessons which 
in other houses he imposes to drive home 
his point. Thus this transit of Saturn, 
though it does not directly produce a posi- 
tive good, ‘produces good negatively, in that 
Saturn is in a comparatively harmless posi- 
tion, where he strengthens your judgment, 
and allows the good of whatever else is 
going on in your horoscope to manifest 
itself to its best advantage. Coupled with 


the better side of the Uranian transit, this 
position of Saturn should give you a re- 
markable opportunity for mental and personal 
development. Neither one of these posi- 
tions promises anything especial in the busi- 
ness and financial world, directly: neverthe- 
less, your serious and thoughtful mental 
state, the progressive thinking which 
Uranus will bring you, and the devotion to 
duty that you may expect from Saturn, 
should have a very good effect on whatever 
you undertake to do, and enable you to 
impress your superiors with your sincerity, 
intelligence, and worth. In this way, this 
position of Saturn may be said to be a 
positive benefit, though it does not in itself 
involve what is known as luck. Still, all 
luck is merely the expression in the world 
of your internal powers, and anything that 
bolsters those powers may be said to be 
lucky, however indirectly it may operate. 
One of the best things about this Saturn 
position is the excellent conservative support 
it gives all during the year to Uranus, which 
should enable you to express the highest 
and most progressive form of the Uranian 
vibration, and to formulate clearly not only 
your ambitions, but also the method by 
which, in a worldly and tangible sense, they 
may be achieved. This is an excellent time 
for you, not so much to push your affairs 
with aggression in the business or profes- 
sional world, but to get clearly in mind 
the scope and intention of your progress, 
obtain a clear image of your dream, and lay 
careful, well considered plans for its ultimate 
consummation. This is a year in which you 
may return a permanent and_ successful 
answer to the question: “What am I going 
to do about it?”—and you may be sure that 
whatever answer you give to this question 
now will be good for the long pull. 

This transit of Saturn has the one ill 
effect of having a somewhat (though not 
excessively) gloomy effect on the mind; 
seriousness: may tend to degenerate into 
depression, thoughtfulness into brooding— 
and both into nervousness, fear, and appre- 
hension. You should avoid these, the nega- 
tive manifestations of Saturn, in the same 
way that you avoid the previously discussed 
negative vibrations of Uranus. The times 
at which these will be especially noticeable 
are as follows: April 20-24, emotional de- 
pression, perhaps in connection with work, 
or overwork. May 10-16, worry, nervous- 
ness, details get on your mind; relax. May 
28- June 4, fatigue, nervousness; avoid over- 
work, worry; guard health. July 17-21, emo- 
tional danger, don’t thnk too much or too 
hard. August 17-23, same as _ preceding; 
don’t worry; relax. September 18-30, Secret 
troubles cause difficulty; you are upset; 
avoid quarrels; guard health and nerves. 
November 22-29, same as foregoing; mental 
anxiety, worry, overwork, and danger to 
the health through these. 
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JUPITER IN SCORPIO 


Hopes, wishes, aspirations, friends. This 
is a generally good position, tending to 
smooth your path this year, through the 
help of friends and associates, who will ad- 
vance you and your interests. It is a very 
helpful position, its one danger being excess 
optimism, and a tendency to fly too high; 
however, your skeptical and cautious Satur- 
nine nature should easily counteract this. 
Guard against excessive optimism especially 
at the following times: January 22-28; 
February 9-13 (financial schemes too glit- 
tering); May 1-12 (romantic notions of 
progress out of tune with reality—your 
reach is exceeding your grasp!); June 19-23 
(don’t mix business and pleasure); August 
18-31 (too-dynamic schemes—hold them 
down to earth—a friend is over ambitious 
for you). 


MARS IN LIBRA 
December 12, 1934 to July 28, 1935 


This is the most critical position in your 
nativity for this year, for Mars lingers for 
seven months in your solar tenth house, and 
provides a real danger to your credit and 
position in the world, through the likeli- 
hood that you will act at the wrong time 
with too great aggression, insufficient diplo- 
macy, and excess of zeal. Remember in this 
connection the exuberant effect of Uranus 
in your fifth, and be warned against too 
hasty action in any field of activity, lest 
you bring about trouble in all. This will 
make superiors difficult to deal with, and 
progress, in a material way, hard—and since 
this is right in line with the infernal effects 
of Saturn and Uranus, you will do well dur- 
ing this period to content yourself with 
personal, rather than with public and busi- 
ness matters: go along the beaten track’ in 
business; do not seek to force too rapid 
advancement, which will take care of itself 
later, if you do not hurry it now. The times 
at which to be especially careful of forcing 
things, of temperament, anger and eccen- 
tricity are (in addition to those already 
given under Saturn and Uranus) as follows: 

December 25 - January 3: Mars square 
Mercury and Sun, the two latter in Capri- 
corn—great danger of your going off the 
deep end and causing an upset through high 
temper, or ill-timed action; lie low. March 
13-20, domestic matter disturbing; be care- 
ful emotional considerations do not interfere 
with your business judgment and caution. 
April 2-10, repetition of preceding—avoid su- 
periors as much as you can; they are diffi- 
cult to manage now. May 13-20: extravagance 
warned against, also bad investments; watch 
haste due to emotional upset. July 12-22, a 
partner, or some one in control over you is 
difficult; lie low, don’t start new plans or con- 
tact new people. 





MARS IN SCORPIO 
July 30th to September 16th 


Mars in your house of friends will 
emphasize the optimistic quality of the ad- 
vice you receive, as indicated by Jupiter 
there all this year. This may be a some- 
what good influence, giving new impetus, 
and is a good time, in general, to forward 
your plans through the activities of others, 
with the exception of the following dates, 
which have already been dealt with under 
Uranus and Jupiter. August 2-10, and 
August 18-31. At these times, do as little 
as possible; do not plunge in elaborate 
schemes. Between these two dates, as Mars 
trines Saturn, is the best period to advance 
your interests—August 11-15. 


MARS IN SAGITTARIUS 
September 17th to October 28th 


This is a twelfth house influence of Mars 
for you, and thus to be guarded against as 
a nervous, erratic, and unreliable period, 
calculated to bring out the worst of the 
Uranian vibration, and to make you nervous 
and touchy. Guard in this connection espe- 
cially the square to Saturn (September 
20-28) and to Neptune (October 5-13); be- 
ware not only of your own temperament at 
these times, but also of treachery and un- 
reliability around you. Don’t quarrel or 
lose your temper; this will be injurious not 
only to your peace of mind, but to your 
health as well. 


MARS IN CAPRICORN 
October 28th to December 7th 


Mars in your Solar ascendant meets with 
only good aspects, and therefore this should 
be a good time for you to advance your 
interests, push your affairs, for your Capri- 
corn tact will keep you from being too 
aggressive and rash even under this Mar- 
tian stimulus. Avoid (because of the Uran- 
ian vibration) emotional matters; if you 
concentrate on worldly and objective things, 
this should be a very good period for you. 


MARS IN AQUARIUS 
December 7th to January 14th 


A dangerous period financially, very 
dangerous. Whatever good you have got 
from Mars in Capricorn will be lost if you 
indulge in gambling, speculation, or emo- 
tionalism now. Keep your finances sound 
and secure: maintain the status quo as you 
developed it under Capricorn. Be espe- 
cially careful December 5-15, when Mars 
squares both Venus and Uranus; Uranian 
eccentricity can lose you a lot of money 
now if you give in to it; also romantic 
matters are both dangerous and expensive. 
Keep youreslf, and your gambling, romantic 
tendencies well in check here. 
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The “high dis-tracting parties” during this 
period are Mars and Uranus; both in cardinal 
signs, one in the first decante and one in the 
last; raking the angles fore and aft, in degree 
areas of passionate conflict and uncompro- 
mising hostility. This is further intensified by 
an eclipse of the Sun on the 5th and an eclipse 
of the Moon on the 19th in square of Uranus. 

However in the melange of emotional and 
mental disturbance Jupiter is working steadily 
in the background to establish and extend dis- 
cipline; to control but widen the activities of 
large groups of people as a unit; to extend the 
arm of the law for the protection of the whole. 
Jupiter is now in the position of a benevolent 
despot—the watch dog—who is determined to 
raise the limitations of poverty; to direct busi- 
ness into larger* channels; to subordinate the 
desires of the few to the good of the many; 
and to conquer crime in its various manifes- 
tations. Jupiter is very busy at his celestial 
forge; he has learned a good deal during the 
past years, and while his thunder bolts are 
still the best made, he has taken over Mars’ job 
of making bigger and better swords on one 
anvil while the plow-shares are also being 
sharpened for the spring crops. He intends to 
be ready for anything, and will defend his 
right to extend his wealth, his possessions and 
his power by being prepared-to face any foe, 
however crafty or belligerent. 

Saturn does not form any aspects until near 
the close of the month. He is, nevertheless, 
an extremely important factor in the develop- 
ments of January, and grows in constructive 
power increasingly up to the 25th when the 
exact sextile to Uranus takes place. Saturn 
is in a technical sextile to Uranus for the en- 
tire year, forming the exact aspect again in 
October. This will be an influence of conser- 
vation, of organization, of holding to that 
which is good in the turmoil of readjustment, 
that will carry the world through hardships 
and discouragement in 1935. In January Sat- 
urn will tend to bring the economic situation 
(as differentiated from the purely financial) 
to an organized basis. That this basis will 
form a new and radically different founda- 
tion for the operation of governments and 
business is indicated by the presence of 
Uranus in harmonious aspect; and it is im- 
perative that such adjustments should be 
made in order that the progress of the world 
may be maintained, 

Uranus delivers its final crashing blows un- 
der the shield of Aries in January. In order

to more fully understand the rise and fall of 
periods—of the mode of progression through 
which we pass—(viewed from the movement 
of celestial bodies), if we look back we shall 
see that Usanus enterted Aries in the spring 
of 1927, in trine to Saturn and practically 
conjunct Jupiter throughout that summer. 
In view of this initiation it is impos- 
sible to think (from an astrological stand- 
point) that the devastations occurring 
in every part of the world since that 
time, were for any other than constructive 
purposes. The stupendous development of life 
activities since 1900 necessitated a new for- 
mulation, and that took place between 1927 
and 1935 in a series of cataclysmic upheavals, 
in revaluating basic ideas and principles, so 
that the progress of the future might be un- 
impeded. In 1927 “progress” was represented 
by a riot of spending, law and order in eco- 
nomics had departed. In 1935 we should find 
an economic structure that will be integrated 
with sound, stable growth and an ever widen- 
ing expansion. That the advent of Uranus 
into Aries occurred under such aspects indi- 
cated the essential necessity for reconstruc- 
tion. That it departs from Aries under a sex- 
tile of Saturn shows that the constructive 
elements are working and that out of the 
havoc and despair will come a strength of or- 
ganiyation and solidarity of purpose that will 
recreate the world 

Although some of the most authoritative as- 
trologers have not conceded that Uranus is 
the ruler of Aquarius, it is admitted by all 
that there is an especial affinity between that 
planet and sign. No sign seems to be immune 
from the devastating and reforming influence 
of Uranus, and no sign appears to negate the 
vitality of its cosmic urge on any plane, ter- 
restial or human. When the moment arrives 
that this dynamic ray focuses on material con- 
sciousness the person (or place) distintegrates 
earth-bound ties in order that the wider 
scheme—the plan of the ages—may proceed. 
With the sextile of Uranus in Aries to Saturn 
in Aquarius there is a very special interaction 
of building through “air-ways”, as though the 
breath of the Gods was fanned by the fires of 
Aries, informing and reforming mental images, 
and bringing a new dimension into active ser- 
vice for the use of mankind. To the courage 
and valor of Aries is added the sympathy, the 
understanding, the broad concept of Aquarius, 
all of which is necessary to plot the future for 
the secure and successful continuance of life. 
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ASPECTS 


First Week 
December 29 to January 5 


The end of December finds the stage set for 
the forces that are to come to grips during 
January. The Sun and Mercury have moved 
forward to an exact conjunction and a square 
to Mars. Mercury reaches this aspect on De- 
cember 31st and the Sun on January Ist. As 
we have pointed out in various issues of 
AMERICAN ASTROLOGY, the conjunction 
of the Sun and Mercury is an aspect of great 
importance particularly when another major 
aspect is involved. It is probably the most 
highly stimulating of mental and nervous 
aspects. Its use is to impregnate the human 
mind with fresh inspiration; to enlarge the 
vision; to energize the activity of all thought 
movement; to commence new processes 
through contacts, distribution, assimilation— 
of ideas, things and situations. It indicates 
the movement of commerce, the connecting 
nerve ganglia of transportation and communi- 
cation between world centers, nations, states, 
communities or in physical bodies. 

The forward movement that this intensifica- 
tion indicates on the last day of December is 
plunged into confusion by the square of Mars 
of January Ist. These aspects fall from the 
cardinal signs of Capricorn and Libra in 9 
degrees, which will have the effect of paraly- 
sis on the structure of expectancy. The de- 
gree area is one of violence, destruction, self- 
assertion, pessimism and sorrow, while Mars 
has a fixed star influence indicating fire and 
storms, with many difficulties of a public na- 
ture. In the chart of the United States this 
configuration falls in square and opposition 
midway between Jupiter and the Sun, and with 
congress convening immediately thereafter, it 
looks as though the session would have a trail 
of gunpowder laid beforehand that would re- 
quire very strong measures to prevent explod- 
ing. The extreme left wing will be powerful 
and refractory, and at the same time these re- 
bellious influences are being subdud at home, 
foreign affairs will also be a serious question. 
Throughout the world a flare of conflict may 
follow ill-considered words, while politics and 
business may be illumined by incendinary 
brands in the burning. Statesmanship and 
diplomacy of a very high order will be need- 
ed to guide the world through this crisis. 

On January 3rd a highly speculative ten- 
dency will be manifest through the trine of 
Mercury to Neptune. Those in a position to 
do so—along any line of endeavor—will begin 
counting their chickens with a fair possibility 
that the hatch will come up to their expecta- 
tions. The handwriting will appear on the 
wall, and persons who are gifted with fore- 
sight and wariness may (probably very quiet- 
ly) lay their plans, organize their forces, and 
round up their resources. This is an ex- 
tremely subtle aspect; it points to large busi- 


ness affiliations that are conducted through 
secret methods, communications that are strict- 
ly coded, and a huddle system that precludes 
any interference. It also points to military 
maneuvers that are carried out under cover 
of great dispatch; strategy planned and exe- 
cuted promptly; positions will be taken in in- 
genious ways, and the enemy may be found 
ensconced in the front yard when the dawn 
breaks. The public mind will be changeable 
and in a humor to take advantage of rumors; 
there will be an intangible feeling of big 
movements, and there will be no mood to lin- 
ger on the more stable and routine matters of 
life. The aspect is of great advantage to those 
who are intuitive and imaginative for they will 
be able to grasp opportunities at this time to 
put themselves in strong positions. Diplomatic 
overtures should meet with success. 


Second Week 
January 5 to January 11 


The 5th of January should bring the above 
matters to birth with a tremendous expan- 
sion of business generally. For on that date 
Mercury sextiles Jupiter, while there is an 
eclipse of the Sun in trine to Neptune. In 
addition, for the past week and for the week 
following, Mercury and Venus are within one 
degree of a parallel of the Sun, which lends 
much concentration to each aspect as the days 
progress. 

The indications from this powerful lunation 
with the Sun eclipsed in 14 degrees of Capri- 
corn are that prominent officials, in both gov- 
ernment and business will feel the devastating 
flood of public opinion and that they will 
have to bow to that opinion. The masses will 
have a spokesman who is able to defend their 
position, and during the two weeks to come it 
will be a matter of hurling reinforcements in- 
to the breach; of attack and counter attack; 
of strenuous efforts to prevent loss of pres- 
tige as well as loss of money and position. 
Changes that have been planned by authorita- 
tive persons may have to be postponed ; orders 
will not be obeyed, Heads will find that their 
organizations have gone rather hay-wire, and 
those who use drastic measures may find that 
they are no longer “Head” when the full 
Moon arrives. The emotions of the people 
at large will be greatly stimulated; persons 
who express themselves through the imagina- 
tion will benefit to a great extent by this 
configuration, the children of one’s brains— 
all matters that come under the head of the 
“arts”—should be singularly successful at this 
time. This lunation finds Venus practically 
in conjunction with Saturn’s south node, which 
appears to place smug ambitions in a very re- 
stricted area, and to disintegrate the super- 
ficial foundations of the “climber.” 

The sextile of Mercury to Jupiter is impor- 
tant for the reason that it will tend to smooth 
antagonisms; it will enable the people gener- 
ally to take a broader view of conditions, with 
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the ability to analyse and synthesize; to under- 
stand the other person’s point of view and to 
intuitively do and say the right thing. It 
should be a great help in advancing labor 
conditions to a better level, as well as all in- 
stitutional matters whether they be related 
to health or crime. Persons affected by the 
degree involved (17 of Capricorn and Scorpio) 
will have the inclination to get at the bottom 
of things; to establish facts, to find out the 
why and wherefores. They will be critical 
and possibly suspicious, and will leave no stone 
unturned to discover the facts in the case. 
Literature, art, science, legal and religious 
matters are under very favorable influences. 
The health of the public should be good, but 
deaths may occur in high places, suddenly and 
tragically. 

On the 6th Uranus takes precedence in the 
theatre of the world, he commands the stage 
until the 18th when he completes his work 
of destruction to a stiff-necked people and 
to earth-bound traditions; he balances his ac- 
count with Aries, leaving that Pioneer to 
forge ahead to new and more comprehensive 
attainments for the benefit of humanity. The 
annihilation begins with a square of Uranus 
to Venus, in 27 degrees of Aries and Capricorn, 
Uranus being stationary, implacable and 
ominous. 

Vénus in Capricorn is a rather disdainful 
lady. She is highly ambitious, snobbish, and 
restricts her public appearances to very select 
and orthodox entertainments where money 
and position are likely to abound. In private 
life she is not so selective. She has some 
affinity for associations that can not always 
stand the light of exposure; she has intrigues 
with persons beneath her, and she has appe- 
tites that tend to the abnormal at times. These 
tendencies leave her open to treachery, and it 
is during such period as this that this treach- 
ery arises to sink its fangs in her heart. A 
. square of Venus to Uranus may bring on— 
up and out—very romantic attachments, but 
they are usually at the price of scandal and 
notoriety. Under its linfluence people will 
not listen to reason nor reflect with sobriety. 
The emotional nature is stirred to its depths; 
the rational mind is under the domination of 
desires. Older associations in either love or 
business are sundered by this aspect; friends, 
especially the opposite sex, create great diffi- 
culties; families are hostile; divorces occur, 
and while the love nature is greatly stimulated, 
only regret and sorrow arise from its ex- 
pression. At this time there is every likeli- 
hood that prominent persons may be involved 
in scandal and that separations will be more 
numerous than ever. Promises will not be 
kept, and business will suffer drastic losses if 
there is a tendency to be arrogant and head- 
strong. Some very high personage in Europe 
may find that his indiscretions are a com- 
plete boomerang at this time, for very close 
relationships may have very tragic endings. 

The ray of light that permeates this scene 


is a sextile of the Sun to Jupiter on the 9th. 
This shows that there are still responsible 
persons continuing business at “the old stand,” 
that charity is not lost to the world, and 
that the poor and needy are being looked after 
to a surprising degree. There is a generosity 
in this aspect that is very fine and. sympathetic, 
and it creates a sincerity of purpose that 
carries opponents and friends along to a con- 
structive community of interests. Those in a 
position of power may be more benevolent; 
more anxious to adjust difficult matters, and 
to redress wrongs. The Bench and the Bar 
should work together under this influence to 
see that Justice is done; opinions may be 
handed down that will have far reaching 
effects as new precedents; legislation may be 
carried through to a point where stability is 
coincident with expansion. Travel, transpor- 
tation, shippping, amusements all benefit under 
this aspect. 


THIRD WEEK 
January 11 to January 19 


An amazing outburst of rumors, scandal, 
inside information on plots and schemes, 
mental cruelty that is determined and pro- 
found, will be news that is freely aired under 
the square of Mercury to Uranus on the 11th. 
Conditions that have developed since the 
new Moon could now be sensationally broad- 
cast. Everyone will express his own opinion 
in dogmatic fashion, and accusations of all 
sorts will fill the air. Words and actions 
will not be weighed with tact and diplomacy; 
changes may be forced that will result in dis- 
aster. Associatidns, friendships, agreements 
will be broken; persons who have a grievance 
against anyone will be perfectly outspoken and 
probably antagonistic in their utterances. 
Facts are disregarded, and statements may be 
manufactured out of whole cloth. It is not 
a time to make any moves that can possibly 
be avoided; to attend to routine matters, and 
not to listen to gossip much less retail it. For 
the ground is being cut out from beneath the 
feet of persons who are not able to rest on a 
foundation of truth; Uranus is about to move 
the mountain—and probably the Earth will 
tremble as a result of this tremendous assault. 
Human rabbits may twist and turn and flee, 
but the Juggernaut will roll over them just 
the same. Those who have honesty and cour- 
age and faith will have the mountain brought 
to them,-and be secure upon it. 

The last and most decisive blow of this 
series of configurations will be struck on the 
18th when Uranus squares the Sun. And “how 
are the mighty fallen” will be the echo. One 
of the essential qualities of Uranus is will- 
power, not will-power in a small or personal 
sense, but Will as directed, intelligent force 
that operates along cosmic lines, through laws 
that apply to universal conditions rather than 
to individual affairs. This will-power is also 
energy—energy of a mental and nervous type 
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as distinct from the vital energy of the Sun 
and the forceful, combative energy of Mars. 
Uranians are the “rugged individualists” ; they 
know what they want and what they intend, 
and they are not to he deterred from their 
goal by any influence whatever. If the way 
is not open before them they proceed to open 
it by any means at hand, and as they are the 
innovators, the inventors, the originators, im- 
patient and direct, they more frequently cut 
the Gordian knot than untie it. The Master 
Plan works out through the Uranian influ- 
ence apparently for the especial purpose of 
shattering old forms, preparatory to creating 
new patterns; of astonishingly widening 
horizons through cataclysmic events and cha- 
otic adventures. The earth and her people 
are not to become moribund and stultified 
by lack of vision, by continued concentration 
on matters of the earth; and when Time 
appears to have reached a point where this is 
the case, Uranus, the super-explosive, changes 
the scene. 

The square of the Sun to Uranus will ad- 
versely affect those connected with govern- 
ing bodies, either national or local, elected 
or appointed. It endangers domestic happi- 
ness; popularity and “good will” generally. 
Bonds and ties between nations and people 
will suffer; those of friendship, marriage and 
business will be broken. Pluto in orb of a 
square to Uranus all the month increases this 
dynamic power. 

Mental instability and emotional storms 
will characterize the period. The high sensi- 
tivity involved will affect the general health 
and nervous complaints will be numerous. 
It is a time to be adaptable, to lean with the 
wind, to allow period for rest and relaxation. 
It is not a time to insist on “rights,” for the 
judgment will not be good and the simple 
determination to carry your own point may 
bring crashing results under this influence. 
The feeling should be under control and not 
allowed to sway one into saying or doing 
anything that is not based on the highest 
ethical and reasonable considerations. 


FOURTH WEEK 
January 19 to January 27 


This series of Squares to Uranus is cli- 
maxed by the full Moon of the 19th, with an 
eclipsed Moon. This in all probability will 
bring about the death of an internationally 
known person and may create further divisions 
between nations. Precipitate action through 
intense feeling may cause serious conflicts 
among individuals as well as in international 
relations. The aspect inclines to hysteria of a 
very morbid sort, of frantic retaliation for 
(possibly) fancied wrongs, and of abrupt end- 
ings to what have hitherto been paramount 
interests. Catastrophes may occur at sea and 
seismic disturbances could be the cause of 
multiple deaths. The Pacific Ocean will be 
particularly liable to react to these influences 
as the path of the eclipse crosses from 


Australia to the western part of the North 
American continent. 

Mars has been moving busily forward dur- 
ing the month, but very much in the back- 

round as the Uranian fire has raged. The 

un, Venus and Mercury having been worsted 
in their fight, Mars now comes forward in the 
guise of a guide and friend. A hand is held 
out in friendship, a strong arm is offered as 
a support, and he speaks with courage and 
conviction words that will again lift up the 
fallen and bring peace to broken hearts. On 
the 23rd Mars trines Venus and Mercury. 
A sense of again being normal, of active effort 
to establish a rapport between bodies of peo- 
ple; a confidence born of accepting the 
changes that have occurred, and a _ sincere 
desire to make the best of things as they now 
stand is manifest. The point of view will 
change to onward and upward; friends and 
associates will become helpful and sympathetic. 
World conditions will react on a firmer basis 
while the intent toward reconciliation and re- 
alignment will become obvious. News will 
be good, business will become more stabilized, 
and the ordinary affairs of life will again 
proceed with vigor and confidence. A new 
vision may inspire the people, and it may be 
possible to see at this time that the clearing 
of debris is very necessary before rebuilding 
can continue on secure foundations. 

Venus and Mercury come to a square of 
Jupiter on the 25th, and human nature being 
as it is, it quickly follows that once more an 
extravagant feeling is abroad in the land. 
This probably means that in spite of Mars’ 
assistance in reconciling tremendous differ- 
ences between opponents, that legal machinery 
will be invoked to further separate the com- 
batants. There will be a snarl of tangles to 
be unraveled; money will be involved, while 
delays in arranging details or in receiving 
communications will cause losses and im- 
patience. Men will be self-opinionated and 
women will be snobbish and disagreeable. The 
aspects are such as to necessitate exactness 
in all dealings; that financial conditions should 
be carefully guarded; that everyone should be 
strictly accountable for their deeds and 
words. It is certainly not a time to step out 
on a limb, nor to accept roseate promises as 
actual facts. Avoid legal matters and attend 
to business. 

This should be comparatively easy to do, 
for help comes from another direction, and if 
one puts their ego in its proper place (that 
is to recognize the rights of others as essen- 
tial to the progress of the Whole) they will 
find by combining fresh ideas with conserva- 
tive judgment that they will have achieved a 
secure starting point. On the same day (the 
25th) Saturn salutes Uranus by a sextile 
aspect. The Old Man who works ceaselessly 
for the incorporation of Principle and Law 
into esoteric manifestation through structural 
form and selective limitation, greets and con- 
gratulates the Magician who destroys the 
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obsolete patterns in order that new images 
may be made concrete. This sextile of Saturn 
to Uranus is very powerful. Both are leaving 
the sign he has tenanted; both in direct move- 
ment after retrograding, moving forward to 
greener pastures and fresher fields. This sex- 
tile is their final working agreement for 
Aquarian principles; through it is established 
a sounder economic structure on broader and 
more fluid lines for the use and dependence 
of generations to come. This is the culmina- 
tion of a close sextile aspect that has pro- 
gressed all during January, and while the 
work that has been done in connection with 
it has been subordinated to more spectacular 
affairs, Saturn has yet been an influence of 
sobriety and stability that has held the world 
at large in its accustomed path. There are 
always those who direct the ideas and activi- 
ties of others, those whose solid sense and 
wise eyes are fixed on future probabilities, 
and at this time they are in possession of the 
marching orders—the direction in which they 
are pointed is “right.” 

Venus and Mercury, our twins of the month 
(and our twin qualities of intellect and feeling) 
fall into each other’s arms also on the 25th. 
They have given up fighting for the moment. 
They move as one; the mind and the heart 
in perfect accord. Commerce, business, pro- 
fessions, art, all take on a renewed vitality, 
with the possibility of actually becoming 
skittish in their enthusiasm, owing probably 
to the fact that they are still alive to tell the 
tale! The month has been harrowing, but 
now it is over (practically) and they are able 
to face new conditions with a new impetus. 


FIFTH WEEK 
January 27 to February 3 


Surprisingly ‘good news may be had on the 
30th when Mercury sextiles Uranus. Chan- 
nels of distribution open, changes are made, 
journeys are undertaken, all with every pros- 
pect of successful fruition. Unexpected in- 
formation of a very favorable nature comes 
in; new plans are made, new routes are 
plotted; martial matters and munition stores 
have increased attention; matters pertaining 
to the air are successfully forwarded. In- 
ventions and new discoveries may be an- 
nounced. Associations formed at this time 
should be mentally stimulating and mutually 
beneficial. Even the common affairs of life 
take on an exciting rush. 

But Saturn is seeing to it that in the excite- 
ment judgment does not go overboard, for 
on the same day Mercury comes into his camp 
for advice and instruction. As a rule when 
Mercury conjuncts Saturn there is a distinct 
lessening of movement; a lack of mental 
vitality, a slowness in getting away that is a 
definite set-back to progress. In this case, 
however, it should mean that basic principles, 
clear vision, sound judgment, are the factors 
on which the world will promulgate its de- 
cisions at this time. Mercury will be more 


or less in sextile to Saturn until the end of 
March, and during that time organization 
should proceed along conservative lines. 
Legislation should be dispassionate and crit- 
ically constructive. Economics rather than 
finance should be the determining factor in 
all that is done. Strength and security will 
be brought about through the recognition of 
fundamental facts, and a course of action 
based on those facts rather than an acceptance 


' of half-baked, even if brilliant, ideas. Those 


who are willing to take pains, to study their 
problems, to do the actual work of building 
securely, of going slowly but patiently without 
any deviation toward their goal, will find that 
they have a powerful influence in their favor 
at this time. This influence is not stolid nor 
morose—it has an underlying quality of move- 
ment, of seeing things grow, of executive 
power and the ability to push forward plans 
and ideas of substantial worth. 

Venus, the little darling, has had a complete 
change of heart recently. For the moment 
she has decided to let by-gones (her own by- 
gones) be by-gones. She has given up wild 
parties and sub-rosa affairs; she is again inter- 
ested in her own fireside, while the vine and 
fig tree once more offer solace and comfort. 
After demanding a divorce earlier in the 
month she talked the matter over with her 
lawyer; he had very little consolation to 
offer and practically no financial arrangements 
could be made. Under the trine to Mars she 
talked it over with a friend, and he told her to 
stop her dancing and settle down to busi- 
ness. Being wise, and with much acumen (in 
spite of her frivolous ways) she decided that 
she might do worse. So now we find her 
quite delighted with herself, even willing to 
work (inspirationally) to get what she wants. 
The sextile of Venus to Uranus on the 30th 
assures her that the beer and skittles have 
not all departed from this life, and that 
romance may be exciting even when well 
chaperoned. Business takes a more optimistic 
view of conditions at this time, and there is 
a sort of adventurous spirit in the air that is 
yet held within logical bounds. Emotions, 
while they are stimulated, seek natural and 
friendly outlets for expression. 

This devotion to duty is intensified on the 
3ist by the conjunction and parallel of Venus 
to Saturn. Progress will come at this time 
through strict attention to duty, to business 
and professional matters; to limiting budgets, 
to cutting down expenses in any number of 
ways, but especially where pleasure may be 
concerned. In fact it is an aspect that defi- 
nitely deletes pleasure as a vital factor. Peo- 
ple under it generally dig in for a long, hard 
siege. The weather is cold, Persons under 
regimentation are brought to attention, and 
forward march! Comforts are discarded in 
the effort to reach the objective. Life be- 
comes a serious business and emotional affairs 
are subjugated to the exigencies of the prac- 
tical side of life. 
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Interpretation of Aspects In the General 
Forecast Chart for 1935 


The following interpretation of the above aspects 
are based on the solar horoscope, and give the 
departments of your life which will be affected by 
these adverse, restricting, or aggravating influences 
during 1935, 


By finding your birth period in the column at the 
extreme left, you may trace the aspects which these 
major planets make to your Sun and Solar ascendant 
during the year: then by referring to the readings 
given below, you may form a general estimate of 
the type of difficulties you will face during each 
month of 1935, and so be forewarned and forearmed. 

Note that two readings (each for a group of signs 
indicated) is given in the case of the square aspect, 
depending on whether it falls in the tenth or fourth 
house of your solar horoscope. Be sure you read the 
delineation that includes your birth sign. 


If you know your birth hour, and have your 
ascending degree, these readings will be found 
equally as accurate for your ascendant as for your 
Sun’s place. Similarly they may be read for your 
Moon’s place. Thus if your ascendant is 24 Leo, 
the aspects given under August 11-20 will signify 
the year for Ascendant matters; if your Sun is at 8 
Cancer, the line opposite June 21-30 will signify the 
year with your Sun as a center; while if your Moon 
is at 11 Virgo, the line opposite September 1-10 
will tell the story of your life for the year with your 
Moon as the focal point. All these readings will be 
found significant, although the one based solely on 
your birth date will be most radical and far-reaching, 
and inclusive in its effects. 


Uranus square (for Capricorn, Aquarius). Dis- 
turbed domestic and personal matters; erratic condi- 
tions in the home environment; nervousness, worry, 
mental and emotional fatigue through these. You 
should try to relax. Occurring in connection with 
Mars Square, danger of loss of position through 
your own nervousness, or through eccentric superiors. 
Occurring with Mars conjunction, very erratic in- 
fluence on you pesonally, danger of quarrels, argu- 
ments, accidents, loss through rash and hasty action. 


Uranus square (for Cancer, Leo). Erratic and 
incalculable business and professional matters; your 
good name suffers if you act hastily, or try to force 
things too fast. Go slowly. Occurring in connection 
with Mars square, domestic matters and personal 
concers interfere with business good judgment, great 
caution needed. Occurring in connection with Mars 
opposition, a partner obstreperous, and needful of 
being handled with kid gloves; loss through other 
people. 


Uranus conjunction, headstrong, willful, independent, 
to the detriment of your own best interests. Curb 
impatience, arrogance, and a desire to rush in where 
angels fear to tread. Occurring with Mars opposition, 
a break with an associate, probably to your sorrow; 
this needs tactful handling. Occurring with Mars. 
square, danger to position through ill-timed aggres- 
siveness, touchy superiors, or your own eccentric 
actions. 


Uranus opposition, business and personal relation- 
ships strained, sensitive people around you, while you 


yourself are also sensitive. Curb your personal de- 
sires and concentrate on objective things. Occurring 
with Mars conjunction, explosive personal blow up to 
be guarded against, nerves and health subject to 
upset. Occurring with Mars square, domestic and 
personal matters very much disturbed tension at 
home, personal grievances cause arguments and 
quarrels, You'll need self-control for this. 


Saturn conjunction, depressed feeling, low vitality 
and high nervous tension, restrictions and set-backs 
get on your nerves. You can’t force things now, or 
rebel against what you have to endure; little as you 
like it, it’s there and the easiest way to get through 
is to make the best of it. Guard your health from 
worry, nervousness, and overwork. With Mars 
Square, nervous and very rebellious and combative 
period—you will fight against things as they are, 
exhaust yourself, and go right on as before when 
it’s over; and you might as well save your energies. 
With Jupiter square, false optimism and futile hopes; 
don’t trust them, 


Saturn square (for Taurus and Gemini), high 
ambition, with some chance of its success, if you 
don’t try to push too fast; accept restrictions now 
gracefully ; don’t kick against the pricks. This is a 
powerful influence if you don’t give way to impatience 
or depression. Work hard, though the reward seems 
delayed. With Mars opposition, guard against the 
collapse of your dreams through ill-timed action. 
Coast along, avoid disputes in the home, or with 
associates. Don’t quarrel whatever you do; a dynamic 
partner is troublesome, and needs tactful handling. 


Saturn opposition, restriction, réal or imagined, 
through business or marriage partner; this is some- 
thing you'll have to put up with now. You are 
depressed and nervous, also pretty discontented. Try 
to avoid these things; guard your health from emo- 
tional and physical exhaustion. With Mars square, 
domestic flare-up, pretty unpleasant; personal matters 
very annoying; your temper is high; curb it. With 
Jupiter square, pleasant conditions at home make 
things more cheerful; stick close to your hearth 
stone, Lr 


Saturn square (Scorpio, Sagittarius), domestic 
matters restrictive; your base of operations seems to 
discontent you. You can’t make a break at this 
time to any good account. With Mars conjuction, 
you will be very much inclined to break and run at 
all cost. Don’t do it; you'll jump from the frying 
pan into the fire. Control temper, anger, and temper- 
amental tendencies. 


Jupiter opposition, very optimistic, too much so; 
energy high, a tendency to overwork, and over-emote. 
Extravagant financial tendencies, leaning to the side 
of spending more than you have, with attendant loss 
of credit. With Mars opposition, all the above is 
emphasized, especially the financial part, with likeli- 
hood of loss through extravagance and bad invest- 
ments. This is the time when some one will sell 
you gold bricks or bum oil stock if you aren’t 
careful. 


Jupiter square (for Leo, Virgo) domestic matters 
pleasant, but likely to cost a lot of money; optimism 
runs high; don’t let it run away with you. Good 
vitality, but a tendency to over-exert and become 
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exhausted thereby. With Mars square, very extrava- 
gant domestic expenditures; danger of loss of posi- 
tion through over enthusiasm; much activity in 
the home, alternating between pleasant and un- 
pleasant. 


Jupiter square (for Aquarius, Pisces) your fortunes 
are supported now by what is known as good luck, 
if you don’t try to push it too far, Guard against 
a swelled head; don’t believe everything your bosses 
tell you; they mean well, but things may not turn 
out quite as brightly as they say. However, a good 
progressive time for your advancement, if you don’t 
spend all the money you make. With Mars square 
your optimism booms to the skies; you are promised 
the world and all; be skeptical—though this may 
develop, it is more likely to be a bubble. You 
ought to get something out of it, but less than you 
think at the beginning. Go easily. 


Jupiter conjunction, favorable, vitalizing, optimistic, 
and progressive influence, if you don’t get too 
enthusiastic and extravagant. With Mars conjunction, 
guard extravagance; with Mars square, a domestic 
difficulty besets you and is expensive. 


Mars square (for Capricorn, Aquarius, Pisces, 
Aries, Taurus), danger to your position and credit 
through ill-timed and rash, and too-hasty, action. 
Speak softly, at this time; superiors difficult; you 
can’t force your progress at this time, and you might 
as well not try; coast along, and avoid disputes 
especially with those in authority. Don’t tempt 
public opinion with boldness. 


Mars square (for Cancer, Leo, Virgo, Libra, 
Scorpio), restless, nervous vibration in the home; 
you are touchy, sensitive, and hard to deal with; 
things annoy you. Avoid quarrels with those you 
live with; handle them with tact and diplomacy. 


Mars conjunction, you are headstrong, arrogant, 
and want your own way—if you ride this energy 
too hard, you’ll come a cropper. Quarrels and strife, 
and misdirected enthusiasms; guard your health from 
fevers and the ravages of worry, nervousness and 
overwork, 


Mars opposition, a partner is intractable, hard to 
manage; let him rave—don’t argue with him, This 
is the time to let the other fellow get angry ... 
and get over it. If you don’t fight, no one can fight 
with you, and you should be as passive as possible and 
let the storms of the people around you go by without 
affecting you. Passive resistance is the watchword for 
this influence. 


Venus conjunction, a somewhat good and magnetic 
influence, considered as an entity in itself, but sus- 
ceptible to the other aspects in your delineation 
for the period. Inclines to cheerfulness, sociability, 
romance; increases your charm, and inclines others 
in your favor. If other influences do not harm 
this, it is a good time to ask favors, and seek what 
you want. If you are in an artistic career, this 
favors the completion of a project, profit through it; 
and is also a good time to start a new project. If 
Uranus adverse, erratic emotional life, inclining to 
unconventionality of outlook; you are hurt through 
intrigue and nervous unreliable emotions of yourself 
and others. If Mars conjunction, likelihood of sud- 
den and explosive emotional matters; if Mars square 
or opposition, avoid sentimental and emotional in- 
volvements, the emotions of others, and of yourself, 
are unreliable. If Saturn is involved—by conjunction 
(if no other planets interfere) a powerful influence 
for material good, with some likelehood of emotional 
disappointment: by square or opposition, you are 
sensitive and likely to be hurt by coolness, hardness, 
or unapproachability in others; avoid sentimental 
dealings. If Jupiter conjunction (and no other planets 
interfere) a time of so-called luck, endangered by 
a tendency to over-optimism and plunging; if Jupiter 
square or opposition, too much indulgence in pleasure, 


bad judgment and excesses in romantic and social 
matters—good times carried too far; some danger of 
scandal and adverse public opinion. 


Venus square or opposition, enthusiasm runs high, 
but things go wrong; hurt through friends or asso- 
ciates; emotions likely to be highstrung and upset. 
if Uranus involved, very erratic emotions, avoid all 
romance; if Mars involved, danger of deceit and 
treachery through the emotions, your sensitiveness is 
played on to some one else’s advantage, hold yourself 
aloof to avoid laying yourself open to deception. 
If Saturn involved, emotional disappointment; likeli- 
hood of self-pity, emotional restrictions, love matters 
go wrong. If Jupiter involved, romantic dreams of 
an unreliable and impractical nature, financial ex- 
travagance in pursuit of will-o’-the-wisps, or good 
times; emotional excesses, and depletion of energies 
thereby. 


In all configurations of Venus, watch for financial 
involvements, either through expenditures for pleas- 
ure and show, or through financial over-optimism, 
bad judgment, and haste. 


Mercury conjunction, this conjunction of Mercury 
to your Sun is in itself a negative influence, inclin- 
ing passively to intellectual affairs, and matters of 
speaking, writing, and publicity. Alone, it strengthens 
the mind passively, but is very sensitive to the 
influence of other planets. If Uranus conjunction, 
strong and independent ‘mental period; if square or 
opposition, erratic and unreliable judgment. 


If Saturn conjunction, profound and serious out- 
look, ability to make important decisions soundly; 
if square or opposition, same as conjunction, with 
likelihood of depression and loss of vitality through 
nervousness and worry. If Mars involved hot-headed- 
ness, high temper, danger of loss through rash or 
hasty judgments. If Jupiter conjunction (and no 
adverse planets) strong accurate judgment, optimistic, 
but likely to be good; if Jupiter square or opposition, 
look out for bad advice, and a tendency to lean 
heavily on too-ambitious plans and dreams. Some 
danger of adverse public opinion; unfavorable for 
publicity. q 


Mercury square or opposition—a good time to 
avoid making decisions; don’t write, sign papers, 
or make agreements; other people’s judgment, as 
well as your own, is not likely to be reliable now 
in matters involving your best interests. Good men- 
tal energy, but this should be used in routine tasks. 
The involvements of other planets in this aspect of 
Mercury have the same effect that that they have 
if involved with Mercury conjunction, heightened 
and intensified in their danger, with the exception 
that the Saturn conjunction (above) and the Jupiter 
conjunction (above) are to be treated as if they were 
squares. None of the involvements of the planetary 
positions listed helps this position, which is a time 
to lie low in business matters, especially in the 
department of contracts, agreements, and publicity. 


Lunations (represented in the chart by the symbol 
in which the date represents the date at which the 
Moon falls near a conjunction of your natal Sun), 
has a powerful effect on your life for the month 
following, and tends to intensify the other matters 
in force at this time. If other planets, during the 
next month, do not make squares or oppositions to 
your natal Sun, this may be taken as a good four- 
week to start new ventures (preferably within two 
weeks following the lunation). If Uranus, Saturn, or 
Mars make adverse aspects (squares or oppositions) 
then you may expect an intensification of the dangers 
listed under those aspects, because of the lunation 
on your Sun. If Jupiter makes adverse aspects, 
plans go wrong through excessive speed, impatience, 
and over-optimism. If Jupiter or Venus conjunction, 
and no adverse aspects from the large planets during 
the month following the lunation, a very fortunate 
and progressive period is indicated.

America is likely to disturb her expanding 
foreign trade. 

Russia and Japan will occupy an important 
place in the world news, with possible con- 
flict in Siberia. 

As Saturn rules rain, during this year, we 
should expect some unusual rainstorms or 
general lack of rain, which is likely to prove 
harmful to crops. Mars rules Agriculture 
and we should expect the farmers to assert 
their rights more and more.

STOCK MARKET 


The stock market for January will con- 
tinue the basic bullish trend except for a 
reactionary period during the middle of the 
month. Just as there are markets within 
the market with individual stocks or groups 
of stocks booming while the others lag, so 
each month brings to the fore certain 
specific parts of the business world. Some 
indication of these may be gleaned from a 
solar ingress chart. 

A chart drawn for the Sun’s entry into 
Capricorn shows Jupiter to be in a strong 
position in the tenth house. This is cer- 
tainly excellent for business particularly oil, 
chemical, food, management and to some 
extent mining businesses. The trine from 
Pluto and the Moon in the seventh house to 
Jupiter shows an increase in foreign trade.

We have again studied the charts of the 
companies mentioned in the December 
issue and find them still in bullish trends.

We are 
definitely bullish on markets, prices and 
business for the year 1935 not because it 
is the polite thing to say on the New Year 
or because we are one of those who always 
write bullish statements.

For the coming year commodities in gen- 
eral are under bullish aspects and should 
see higher prices than_the present ones 
before the year is out.

Of course such inves- 
tors may wish to adopt a semi-trading atti- 
tude and sell part of the holdings on a sell- 
ing date and replace them at the next buy- 
ing date preferably in a more distant option. 

It is indicated that there will be some 
attempt at additional regulation of these 
markets and the advent of Uranus into 
Taurus during 1935 lends strength to this 
idea. This will undoubtedly have a limit- 
ing effect on wild speculation in these 
markets and probably will be aimed at those 
who wish to swing the whole cat by the 
tail. But this should not affect the people 
legitimately engaged i in commodity business; 
those in a position to do a reasonable 
amount of trading; or those who have 
entered these markets as a hedge against 
inflation. 

Inflation! Inflation! The magic word 
bandied about with a carelessness that is 
astounding. The magic wand which will 
wipe out all past debts and no doubt future 
ones as well. The wand which will enable 
one to run a single bushel of wheat into 
a grain elevator full, including the elevator. 
So thought many people in July, 1933. We 
doubt if we shall see this kind of inflation 
this year in this country. In fact a close 
study of a correctly rectified chart of the 
U. S. A. shows that the worst of the Saturn- 
ian influence affecting the nation’s credit 
through the tenth house is over. 

However, inflation or not, the time of 
making commitments is a very important 
element. Even in a wild inflation prices do 
not go straight up and a study of past in- 
flationary periods will show many violent 
up and down moves.
